Discovered by Inspector McAleese.

BLAZING CINDERS THREATEN TEE BUSI-
NESS DISTRICT.

Awniags Ignited for Squares Around—Fire- |
men Kept Busy With Babeooks—The
Cornice of the Duguesne Theater Ablaze
—Another Alarm Taroed In.

Several buildings at quite a distance from
the fire were endangered by awnings which
bad been set on fire by red hot cinders
alighting on them. An awniog ata fiith
firor window on the C. G. Hussey building
was the first o become ignited, and burned
witliout doing any further damage. Two large
swnings at H. J. King’s bullding, No. 20 Fifsh
avenue, and one at H. J. Lynch's place, on Me-
Masters' alley, were also totally destroyed.
The cinders which ignited the awnings were not
were eparks, but pieces of burning wona
weighing soveral onuces, and in some cases
pounds.

ESTIMATED LOSSES,

Weldin & Co. Thought te Be the Heaviest
Losers, With Dunn & Co, Next—Ger-
mania Bank Bullding Will Have to Be
Rebuilt.

TWO0 BATTALIOKS MUSTERED OUT;

Arousing Great Indignation Among 60,000
Colored Citizans,

CONGRESSMEN BACK OF THE SCHEME

[FROM A STAFF CORREEPONDENT.] :

WasuNGTON, March 11.—The drawing
of the color line in the Wimodaughsis Club
caused much excitement 1n fashionable so<
clal cireles,but very little among the colored
people themselves, but another oecourrence,
an outcome of certain legislation, has cansed
a flurry and irritation among the people of
that race in the Distriet greater than has
been known in meny years.

Congress refused to appropriate the usual
amount for the equipment of armories, drill
snd encampment of the district militia. The
annual sum was greatly reduced. Now it
appears it was a part of o scheme to get rid
of the colored troops. At least it is an-
nounced by General Ordway, commander of
the Distriet militia, that the Seventh and
Eighth Battalions, made up of ocolored com-
panies, will have to bedropped from the
muster roll.

The Colored Contingent Wildly Excited.

A communieation to this effect to the offi-
cers irom General Ordway to-day bas cansed
intense feeling among the colored people,
and a meeting of the colored militia is in
progress this evening at which lsgkm de-
nounce the action of Congress and-of militin
officers as a collusive scheme to arive the
colored reoplc from the District troo
These colored companies, exoellently drilied
and with good bands, were the pride of the
60,000 colored le of the Diftrict.

General Ordway’s official notification to
Majors Fleetwood and Revells was the cause
of & great deal of heated comment amon
those interested in the two colored bat
ions. Ouoe officer, who has just resigned his
commission, talked with a number of those
who wear nhunlder-ltnga in the Beventh and
Eighth, and as a result he prepared the follow-
ing criticism and requested its publication:
“General Ordway has at last found a way to
rid himself of his two negro battalions. It has
been ruamored for a loug time that the General
was desirous of disarming the colored milivia
in order to appease

The Wrath of Southern Congressmon
who objected to appropriations for the supvort
of the militia on the ground that they would
Le used in part maintaioing vegro troops,
The question now is, will the SBecretary of War
or the President permis this outrage? The
negro battalions were among the first to re-
epond to the call, and are both old organiza-
tions. To disband them will be equivnlent to
saying that in the District of Columbia negro
militia will not be tolerated, though the
colored people comprise one-third of the popu-

lation and are to & large extent iaxpapers,

SOME VERY VEHEMENT SPEECHES.

Danlap Allows the Wharf Bill to Pass the
Benate Unanimonsly,

THE INVESTIGATION OF THE TEEASURY

[TROM A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.)
Hargrissura, March 11.—King caucus
reigned supreme in the House to-day. The
Republicans rallied in response to his eall,
and without a break in their lines carried
his decrees into affect. From the begianing
of the two sessions until their-close the
Democratie minority “‘wasn’t in it.”

The contest was over the Baker ballot bill.

But it was when the bill was ready for the
final wote that the oratorical pyrotechnics
began to flash. The pent-up feelings ot the
Demoerats then found vent. Mr, Gillan said
that bafore be voted for the bill he desired to
euter his %nms inst the aoction of the
majority, He bad hoped to walk bhand in
haod with them to bring about ballot reform.
But when no one was allowed to be heard, and
amendments offered in a spirit of patnotism
were rejected, only mongrel retorm could re-
sult. Henceforth would Iabor for a consti-
tutiooal convention.

Mr, Wherry added his protest. The Demo-
orats had begged for a fair, candid considera-
tion of their amendments, but had been met
by a stolid, determined, whip-driven party, and
refased a hearing.

A Sudden Quarrel for the Smiles of 3

CAUSES THE LOSS OF SIX LIVES,

About a Bcors of Men Waged a Pitched

& young lady present. Suddenly a
was fired and a paocic ensmed. Men,
men and children rushed for the passage
to the open door. The door became clogged
with the jam of bumanity, whose only ob-
ject was to eseape from the shower of bullets
being fired in the hall _

The first man to fall was Sherman Lucas,
& miner. Assoon as Lucas fell his friends
rallied to his rescue and a perfect batile was
the result, Between 10 and 20 men were en-
gaged on both sides, and it iz  esti
mated that between 50 sad 150
shots were fired. The fighting oceased
ouly when ammunition was exhausted. Dur-
ing the fight tbe lights were extinguished,
which fact no doubt saved many livei.
